The card was the best which has been given at 
Forsyth, but the mischievous rain caused tho 
sixth race, for three-year-olds, in which were 
Rondo, Kamsin, Irene Woods and others, to be 
declared off. 

The principal event was the handicap at one 
mile and a half, and for this soven went to the 
post. Redskin, though ho had the top weight, 
118 pounds, was an even money favorite, with 
Sunny second choice and Elusive well supported. 
Uncle Jim was off in front to a good start with 
Elusive second and Rod»kin third, Marcel get- 
ting away last. 1 lusive led at tho quarter, but 
at the half Sunny was a length a half to the 
good, with Redskin second a half length in front 
of Elusive, who was ton lengths before Marcol. 
There was no change in the loaders till the mi e 
^iad been run, when Elusive took second ph.ce, 
"iunny being still a length and a half in front. 
Along the back stretch Elusive moved up. and 
in the next quarter her head was in front, with 
Sunny ten lengths before Redskin. Only the 
two leaders were now in it, and Elusive soon 
settled matters, for in the stretch she lod by 
four lengths, and coming on at will she won by 
six lengths, with Sunny second four lengths in 
front of Marcel. Redskin, who was not perse- 
vered with, finished last but one. The time of 
2:40% was very fast for the track. 

The going was just suited to Joe Mancini, and 
in the first race he galloped in front all the way 
winning by five lengths from Santa Cruz. 

Zarnar II was an odds on favorite in the two- 
year-old race and Tom Anderson was almost the 
only other one supported. Paul Kauvar was off 
in front, but Cassin took him back, and Lillian 
Wilkes, The Galley Slave and Tom Anderson 
raced in front. The Galley Slave led into the 
stretch with Tom Anderson second and Zamar 
third. At the stand the Galley Slave looked 
like winning, but Cassin brought up Paul 
Kauvar with a rush and won by half a length, 
with the favorite third. 

In the third race at three-quarters of a mile, 
Lollie Eastin was the choice. It was virtually 
a two horse race. Off in front The Kitten and 
the favorite raced together tho whole route, 
Schreiber’s mare winning at the wire by a short 
half length, with Mamie G a poor third. 

In the hurdle race St. Brandon, the favorite, 
had it all his own way, winning handily. Settle 
Up, who behaved badly at the post, was second 
throughout. Evenii g fell at the fourth hurdle 
but neither horse nor jockey were hurt. 

Loudon who revels in mud was an odds-on 
favorite in the last race. He led all the way 
with Millie M second, winning handily by a 
length and a half. Millie M finished ten lengths 
in front of Charlie McDonald. 

The Sheffield authorities are already casting 
about for attractions for July 4. There will be 
a two mile race and a mile handicap in which 
^J^most of the good ones will be entered.

Katydid colt, Maceo, won tho two-yi ar-ohl Dia- 
mond Stakes w >rth $2,900, about the same timo 
at Oakley. Maceo’s five furlongs in 1 :00%, 
under 121 pounds was tho speed bit of the Oak- 
ley racing day— and the best of the two-year 
old division of 1896. Lief ’s 2:34 is the bo^t on 
recoid for a Derby, that cau bo rccallod. Spo- 
kane’s 2:34% in tho Kentucay event of 1889 with 
118 pounds up, is the next best. Then comes 
Halina’s 2:34% under 127 pounds in last year’s 
Latouia Derby of 1893. 

Tho fastest American Derbies wore those of 
Boundless and Roy el Santa Anita, 2:36. Sabine 
ran the distance at Washington Park in 1891, as 
a four-year-old under 103 pounds, in 2:J>%, the 
real ciicular track record, though Lamplighter 
as a tkruo-year-old, in 1892, with 109 pounds up, 
holds the American record of 2:32%, and Fo- 
reuze, with li7 pounds, ran a mile and a half in 
1890 at Coney Island. Prince Liof’s Derby time 
gave the St. Louis track a new record and re- 
placed Miss Woodford’s 2:35, made in 1886 with 
117 pounds up.

track record, displacing Clementine’s 1:01 made 
iu 1891.
